*Thfi biggest tree in Germany,” 
the big oak hee at Treiabaeh, has 
been destroyed by a vandal, who 
lighted a file inside of it A similar 
fate neatly befell one of the famous 
oaks of Sherwood forest, in Eng­ 
land, two yearn ago, when some holi­ 
day folks set on firs the dry interior 
of that withered but partly still 
green old monarch, called "Robin 
Hood's Larder.” 
Thanks to some 
woodmen, who were st hand, the fire 
was put out, but the tree was se Ti­ 
mely damaged. What ie perhaps the 
most glorious of surviving old oaks 
of Sherwood, the "Major Oak at 
Ollerton,” runs no such risk st the 
hands of mischief makers. 
Lord 
M&nvere has set one of his workmen 
to guard the veteran king of the 
forest. 
The German tree that was de­ 
stroyed measured in girth 42 feet, 
and it was 2,000 years old. 
That 
measurement easily beats that of 
the Major oak, for the Major oak 
is credited only with a girth of 30 
feet. 
The Cowthrope oak at Wet herby, 
in Yorkshire, was bigger, with a 
measurement of 38 feet.

secure a pardon or parole for Fred­ 
erick A. Seymour, Otherwise “Lord 
Barrington,” who is serving a 
life 
sentence for the murder of James P. 
McCann near this city in 1902, has 
served to recall to the public mind 
this preudo-nobleman, whose career 
is one of the most romantic in the 
annals of crime. 
The 
further 
announcement that 
“Barrington’s” fight for freedom will 
be based on an allegation that the 
man he was convicted of slaying is 
now alive in the person of James P. 
Maybray, whose band of swindlers 
was broken up by the federal author­ 
ities several years ago after Maybray 
and others had bee nsent to prison, 
is generally regarded as but anoth­ 
er illustration of the 
subtlety 
and 
resourcefulness of the 
bogus 
lord 
who is now behind prison bars. 
There are those, however, who be­ 
lieve that the story is worthy of in­ 
vestigation. It is considered a rather 
strange coincidence that the three in­ 
itials of Maybray should be the same 
as those of the alleged murder vic­ 
tim. Both McCann and 'Maybray were 
gamblers and followers of the races. 
When Maybray was arrested and tried 
in Iowa little could be learned as to 
his past history. And, the strongest 
point of all, there were many per­ 
sons, who at the time of “Barring­ 
ton’s” arrest, conviction 
and 
con­ 
demnation to death, still believed that 
positive proof was lacking that Mc­ 
Cann had ever been killed. 
There is little doubt that the prev­ 
ious bad record of “Lord Barrington” 
had much to do with his conviction 
on the murder charge. He was known 
in Europe and America as one of the 
most picturesque figures in “polite” 
crookdom, for although he was of low 
ly origin his specialty of passing as 
a member of the British peerage went 
well in many cities and helped him 
to live without work for years. 
He 
began 
his 
unique 
saunter 
through the calendar of crime when 
a 7-year-old boy by setting fire to a 
number of cottages near Brighton, 
England, where he was born. At the 
age of IG he was given a sentence of 
ten years for burglary, the proceeds 
of which had 
netted 
him 
$10,000. 
Four years later he escaped, deceiv­ 
ing the police when apprehended by 
producing a pardon which was not 
discovered to be a forgery until later. 
About this time, having previously 
taken the name of Frederick Syden­ 
ham Burgoyne, he decided it would 
be to his advantage to give himself a 
new surrounding by joining the army. 
A year after he enlisted he forged a 
furlough, fled from the 
army 
and 
committed a burglary for which he 
did a ten years stretch. He also was 
arrested for the murder of an army 
officer, whose valet he had been, but 
was released for lack of proof. 
While in prison he devoted himself 
to improving his education. When he 
came to America after his release in j 
1891 he was a well polished fraud. 
He posed here as the son of an Eng- j 
Bsh nobleman of rank and wealth. As 
such he won Miss E. Celestine Miller, 
of Brooklyn, an heiress with a for­ 
tune in her own right. With his bride 
he had the effrontery to return to 
England and establish himself in a 
home at Brighton. Soon stripped of 
every penny by her husband, the un­ 
happy wife returned to America with 
her child, and “Barrington” was ar­ 
rested and sent back to 
prison 
to 
serve out an old sentence. 
Upon his release he again came to 
the United States and as “Lord Bur­ 
goyne” of the British peerage, was 
received in Philadelphia society. Here 
wedded Miss Margaret Rafferty, also 
an heiress. After borrowing a large 
8urn from her he disappeared and 
was next heard of in St. 
Louis 
as 
“Lord Barrington.” In this city he 
met and married 
Miss 
Wilhelmina 
Grace Cochran, of (Independence, la. 
Miss Cochran later had her marriage 
annulled and was 
instrumental 
in 
sending him to prison. One of the 
strangest phases of the case at pres­ 
ent is the fact that Miss Cochran is 
said now to be aiding him in his fight 
for freedom. 
The crime for which “Barrington” 
is serving a life term was committed 
just ten years ago. James McCann, 
the alleged victim, was reckless. He 
drank heavily, went with a “sporty” 
crowd, and never worked. He lived 
upon the residue of a fortune which 
he had largely dissipated. He became 
“Barrington’s” good friend and pa­ 
tron, and was arranging to back him 
in a hotel venture during the S t 
Louis worlds fair. 
« 
On the night of June 18, 1903, Mc­ 
Cann and Barrington visited numer­ 
ous gardens and other drinking re­ 
torts in s t Louis suburbs. One week 
later the nude body of a man was 
found floating in an abandoned quar­ 
ry near Creve Coeur lake. Friends 
identified the body as that of McCann.

Williams has held a center place in 
the public eye since tojig fcs&re State­ 
hood. 
H6 fought valiantly for state­ 
hood long before that dream was re­ 
alized. 
He was a member of the 
Constitutional Convention and left his 
impress on every important section 
in that document 
When the state 
was admitted to the Union he became 
its first chief justice.

Williams has §one serenely on, ap­ 
parently engrossed with his work on 
the supreme bench, modestly but firm­ 
ly dealing out justice and laying down 
a course of procedure which will be 
followed by the generations to come. 
Thus far his work on the bench has 
been of more lasting effect upon the 
people and the laws than it could 
have been had he held any other posi­ 
tion. 
The judge has certainly made good 
in spite of his early patches and pov­ 
erty, and has achieved a most lofty 
position in his chosen state. 
He 
has always been a very hard worker; 
a man of dynamic energy and posi­ 
tive opiniona. 
He has the courage 
to stand for What he regards right; 
be stands out ruggedly for the honest 
straightforward statesmanlike things 
in politics. 
Away back a decade ago, Judge R. 
L. Williams was an active factor in 
Indian Territory politics. He was the 
democratic 
national 
committeeman 
when a place on the national commit­ 
tee was practically the only represen­ 
tation the eastern part of the state 
had in the civil government of the 
country. 
When 
the Constitutional 
Convention was called he was elected 
as a delegate. He became one of the 
foremost leaders of that great body 
of men, and his handiwork may be 
seen by the student in every vital de­ 
partment of the organic law of the 
•tate. 
As a member of the Consti­ 
tutional Convention he was placed on 
the committees on Judiciary, revenue 
and taxation, legislative department, 
primary elections, legal advisory and 
public service corporation, and of the 
last two he was chairman. He was the 
author of practically all the construc­ 
ture provisions inaugurated in Article 


Nine, including the two-cent fare, the 
fellow-servant provision and fte o!T8 
to the effect that every license issued 
or charter granted to a mining o j pub­ 
lic service corporation, foreign*or 
8*°uld contain £ p r o v e n re­ 
quiring the submission of all labor 
disputes With employees to arbitra­ 
tion the first time such a provision 
ever appeared in a statute or a con­ 
stitution. 
Judge Williams has been 
referred to as the John Marshall of 
Oklahoma. It sounds well, and it real­ 
ly suits the cape. Chief Justice Mar­ 
shall of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, by his learned and 
courageous fconstrnction of the most 
progressive constitution up to that 
tim’d in existence, hammered the loose 
and discordant elements into a mighty 
and Indissoluble composite, drove the 
rivets into the frame-work of the 
world's youngest and greatest na­ 
tional government 


A few words about Judge Williams, 
the man, will not be amiss. 
He is 
very generally referred to as "Bob” 
That in itself is proof that he is a 
real, red-blooded, companionable hu­ 
man being. 
Off the bench he is a 
man of affairs, a business man of 
recognized ability, and he takes a 
leading part in the development of 
the country in a business sense. 


The judge has an absorbing interest 
in farm life. He was born and raised 
on a farm, and has always maintained 
bis interest in the farming industry. 
He has a farm now, and one of his 
hobbies is the building of dams and 
lakes and stocking the waters with 
fish. 
He insists that this not only 
beautifies the landscape, but, that if 
the plan were generally followed, it 
would very materially increase the 
rainfall. .

Williams 
greatgrandfather 
was Jonathan Williams, born in Con­ 
necticut. in 1764, whither his father, 
some yearn before emigrated from 
Wales. Jonathan Williams enlisted in 
Beardsley’s regiment in the Revolu­ 
tionary Army. 
After the Revolution 
he drifted to North Carolina, living 
th®re PfiiS 1821, when he went to 
Jones county, Georgia, with a view

In after yearg^ the settler 
ment was known Ss" “Williams’ Set­ 
tlement,” and the two sons of Jona­ 
than \\ illiams founded what is known 
jib “Williams’ Church.” Jonathan left 
two sons, Rev. Elisha and Rev. Simeon 
Williams. 
Rev. Simeon Williams had 
a son by the name of Jonathan Wil­

Sob williams was born on n farm 
in the old Williams’ Settlement. At 
sixteen years of age he Went to work 
on his own account, working his way 
through college to the degree of Mas­ 
ter of Arts in Southern University at 
Greensboro, Alabama. He thinks now 
he was probably handicapped by his 
poverty and his shabby clothes, but 
at any rate he plunged in and fought 
his way to leadership in intellectual 
activities in the college. 
Later he 
read law with Judge William S. Thor- 
ington, for some time dean of the law 
department of the University of A l ­ 
bania, and a member of thjp Alabama 
Supreme Court. Judge Williams was 
admitted to practice in September, 
1891, and hung out his shingle at 
Troy. A few years later he went to 
Texas because of the call of the wild. 
Texas was too tame, and in 1896 he

Judge Williams, the first chief jus­ 
tice of the Supreme Court of Okla­ 
homa, has wrought similarly in a 
more restricted field. Two territories, 
within the borders (rf each of which 
but a few years ago the white man 
was a trespasser, flung together as a 
sovereign state under the most pro­ 
gressive—or most radical, aa some 
critics would insist—constitution yet 
evolved; two territories markedly dis­ 
similar from the standpoint of pri­ 
vate law and governmental organiza­ 
tion, the Indian Territory having 
never known the semblance of self­ 
government; a constitution bristling 
with innovations, establishing as ax­ 
ioms 
propositions hitherto gravely 
mooted—all this presented grave per­ 
plexities to Oklahoma’s high tribunai 
For nearly six years R. L. Williams 
and his associates on the supreme 
bench have wrestled untiringly with 
these problems, often with scant prece­ 
dent to light the way. 
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came to the Indian Territory and fin­ 
ally settled at Durant, where he still 
resides. 
He was the first city attor­ 
ney for the town of Durant. 
As a citizen the judge baa always 
taken an active part in every move­ 
ment for civic developments. 
Some 
have criticised him for dabbling in 
politics, but this Is characteristic of 
the man. No activity of his home city, 
county or aute, which looks for the 
betterment of mankind is too small 
to claim his most vigorous attention. 
His activity in all public affairs has 
kept him in close touch with the peo­ 
ple, their conditions and needs. 
He 
steps in and takes sides whether it 
be the selection of the aldermen of 
his home town or the president of the 
United States. 
He has always been an enthusiastic 
democrat, and he comes from a dem­ 
ocratic family. 
He has unbounded 
faith in the wisdom and virtue of the 
people as expressed in elections, and 
to a very marked degree he typifies 
all that la best in western citizen­ 
ship. While Judge Williams lives mod­ 
estly* though amply able to afford lux­ 
ury, he is not wedded to the dollar. 
His many acts of kindly helpfulness 
stamp him as a man of broad charity. 
Last winter he gathered all the news­ 
boys in Oklahoma City together at a 
leading hotel and gave them a real 
banquet. 
In Durant, where 
he 
is 
known best, one hears most of his 
benefactions. 
Whether fadge Williams becomes a 
candidate for governor, retains his 
place on the Supreme Bench, or re­ 
tires to private life, he will continue 
to be a dominating influence in the 
development of the state. 
He has a 
great capacity for work and his grasp 
of fundamental principles of govern­ 
ment is exceedingly broad and clear. 
He would make an ideal candidate 
from a party standpoint, and as a gov* 
ernor of ti® whole pimple and a rep­ 
resentative of the taxpayers be would
